THE  Niagara  Navigation  Company  fleet  consists  of 
four  large,  fast,  steel  observation  steamers, 
making,  at  the  height  of  the  season,  six  round 
trips  daily  (Sunday  excepted),  between  Lewis- 
ton,  N.Y.,  and  Toronto,  Ont.,  via  the  lower  Niagara 
River  and  Lake  Ontario,  calling  at  Queenston,  Ont., 
and  Niagara-on-the-Lake.
